WHALE. IN ADDITION NUMEROUS THREATENED
SPECIES ARE FOUND IN THE AREA, PARTICULARLY
THE ATLANTIC LOGGERHEAD AND GREEN SEA

TURTLES WHICH LAY THEIR EGGS ALONG ONSLOW
BEACH. BASE EFFORTS AT PROTECTION ARE
EXTENSIVE IN THESE AREAS AND DATE BACK AT
LEAST TO 1968, WELL BEFORE PASSAGE OF NATIONAL
LEGISLATION. IN FACT THE BASE HAS FREQUENTLY
BEEN CITED BY LOCAL, STATE AND NATIONAL
AGENCIES FOR ITS CONSERVATION EFFORTS.
